The special grand jury impanel 
ed for toe purpose of investigating 
the murder ot tbe unknown white 
man near Pembroke, returi 
indictment Wednesday morning 
against all nine of the negi 
jail charged with tbe crime. The 
indictment charges them with will- 
!ul murder committed in manner 
and form as follows: 

That said George Hollai 
Holland, Frank Meriwether, Frank 
Massif Frank ShermaD, Ed Moae- 
ley, William Garrott, Charles Finch 
and Dick Carney did in this county 
and statu', aforesaid, on the 20th 
day of November, 1903, and before 
thefincliug of this indictment un- 
lawfully, willfully, maliciously and 
with nulice aforethought, kill, slay 
and minder a white man, to this 
grand jury unknown, and in pur- 
suance of said conspiracy the said 
Frank Meriwether, George Holland 
and Frank Sherman did then and 
there unlawfully, wilfully, feloni- 
ously and with malice aforethought 
kill and murder the said unknown 
white man in the following manner: 
That the said Frank Meriwether 
struck, beat and wounded him, with 
an ax handle bludgeon or other 
deadly weapon:that the said George 
Holland and Fraak 8herman cut, 
stabbed and wounded him with 
knives or other sharp instruments 
or weapons, from which aaid strik- 
ing, beating, cutting, and wounding 
he, the said unknown white man, 
did then and there presently die. 
That Dick Carney, Frank Massie, 
William Garrott, Chaa, Finch, Ed 
Moseley and Ed Holland were then 
and there personally present and 
did then and there unlawlully, will- 
fully and feloniously and with mal- 
ice aforethought, aid, assist, abet, 
counsel, advise and encourage the 
said Meriwether, George Holland 
and Sherman to kill and murder 
the said unknown white I 
aforesaid and which said killing 
was done in pursuance of the coo 
spiracy aforesaid. That the said 
unknown white man, was killed and 
murdered as aforesaid. 

Shortly after the bill was return 
ed the prisoners were brought into 
court. The Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney asked that time be given in or- 
der to summon other witnesses in 
the case and the trial was set for 
this morning at 10 o'clock. 

R. N. Lander, col., who repre 
sents seven of the men, stated that 
he thought he would be ready at 
the time fixed for entering the trial 
Mr. .lobn Feland, representing two 
of the prisoners, Charles Finch and 
Ed Moseley, announced ready, but 
asked a separate trial for his cli 
ents. This was granted and thi 
two men will not be tried with th< 
other seven. If Attorney Lander 
clients ask for separate trials the 
case will necessarily be long drawn 
out. More than twenty witnesses 
were examined by the grand jury 
and there w ill probably be about 
fifty in all. 

The thirty men summoned as 
petit jurors were on band when 
court opened and were dismissed 
until this morning, with the instruc- 
tion to consider themselves im- 
paneled.

Eli H. Brown, Jr., performing a 
similar service of honor in tbe 
House, the General Assembly was 
formally convened at noon Tuesday 
in a session that promises to be one 
of much business. In the cauuses 
there were few contests.

Brown won lor speaker of the House 
by a vote of 42 to 33 for his oppo- 
nents, Newcomb and Barton. Jas. 
E. Stone was nominated for clerk .In 
tbe Senate ISenator Allen was elect- 
ed President Protem and Senator 
Campbell Cantrill chairman of the 
is. Henry Lawernce was made 
chairman of the House c 
Will iam i romwell is Senate Clerk. 

The Governor's message w 
in and read. 

The 'principal suggestions tor 
legislation, as embodied in the gov- 
ernor's message, are these: 

That the charitable institutions 
ot the Btate are in need of smaller 
appropriat; <<ns than for some years 
past. 

That while there is in the state 
treasury more money than has ever 
before been :n the treasury, yet pru- 
dence and economy are advised. 

That the schools of reform be 
placed under a different system of 
operation, the governor's idea pob- 
ably being that they should be 
placed under tbe management of 
the state board of i * > i com mis- 
ioners or some such body. 

That the crowded condition of the 
insane asylums makes necessary 
appropriation for an addition to 
one of |the|- present asylums, 
would be less expensive than the 
building of another asylum. 

That the Democratic platform de- 
mand for uniform school books and 
for a maximum price to be fixed by 
statute should be put into execut- 
ion in the form of a uniform school 
book law. The governor thinks 
that such a measure should and 
will pass at this session and that it 
is the moBt popular measure now 
before the people. 

He suggests that the county pay 
half of the $75 per capita now paid 
by the state for pauper ; diots, be- 
lieving that this would prevent 
carelessness on the part of county 
officials and would save $150,000 to 
$2im»,(»00 a year 

He urges that a sufficient amount 
of money should be appropriated 
tor the erection of capitol buildings 
commensurate Jvith the dignitv of 
thes'.ate. He regards the location of 
the capital as settled and believes 
that thiB is the proper time for the 
passage of a capitol appropriation 
bill. 

He urges a proper appropriation 
to can y out the plan of the Ken- 
tucky Exhibit association for the 
proper representation of Kentucky 
at the World's fair in St. Loui- 
Bills Introduced. 
Senate bill No.l was by Senator 
Farris, providing for registration 
in all cities to the fifth class, with 
certificates of registration. Other 
Senate bills provide for a return to 
the viva voce system of voting, lor 
a unilorm system of school books, 
for $1, 't00. 000 capitol appropriation, 
for a $65,000 worlds fair appropriat- 
ion and for electrocution to succeed 
hanging in inflicting the death 
penalty. 

Senator Boales has also introdi 
ed a suffrage bill, providing for a 
"grandfather clause," which means 
that illiterate voters whose ances- 
tors were not voters prior to 1867 
would be disfranchised.

The Dixie Flyers, or limited ves- 
tibuled trains between Chicago and 
St. Augustine, Fla., were put into 
operation this week. 

There are two of these Dixie fly- 
ers, one of them being made by the 
Monon Route and the Southern 
Railway. The other limited train 
is contributed to by the Chicago & 
Eastern Illinois, the Evansville & 
Terre Haute, tbe Louisville & 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louis, 
the Central of Georgia and the A • 
lantic Coast Line. Of the two lines, 
the latter is said to be shorter by a 
few miles, its total distance between 
Chicago and S». Augustine beiiig 
1,135 miles. 

This service is continued tor 
ninety days, being almost entirely 
for tho accommodation of the tour- 
ists traveling between the North 
or Northwest and the South. Dur- 
ing these three months it stands as 
the fastest train operated in the 
I'nited States, its average rate ot 
travel being fifty miles per hour. 
The operation of the latter train is 
reduced to the nearest possible ap- 
proach to perfection in railroading. 
It is so arranged that the fewest 
possnle stops are made, and these 
only at places where it would be 
necessary anyway for the engine to 
take on water, 

It is the most spectacular and 
picturesque of all the trains. The 
start is from ice-bonnd Chicago, the

Tennessee, througlo the majestic 
pine torests of Georgia and finally 
to the palm groves and flowers ot 
Florida. It is the journey of a day 
from the region of ice to a realm of 
everlasting summer. 

Beside this, it is probably the 
most expensive train that is opera- 
ted in this country. It is all luxury 
and convenience, and as such ca 
ters principally to the patronage 
ot the wealthy. Only the holders 
of first class tickets and sleeping 
car checks ride on these Dixie 
flyers. 

All of the cars belong to tbe Pull- 
man Company and as a practical 
rei tal cost per train for each trip 
is $170.25 and the cost of each train 
per month 15,107 50, this being 
paid to the Pullman Company for 
tbe use of the cars. To operate 
this train one month fourteen en- 
gines are required, representing a 
cost of $12,600 per month with sup- 
plies, coal, etc , included. Four- 
teen each of engeneera with a total 
salarv of $2,450, firemen with salary 
of $1,330, conductors $1 "540, bagage 
masters $840, flagmen $700 and 
train porters $420 are required for 
the mocth's operation of a train. 
Also four dining car conductors at 
$280 salary, twelve cooks $6(H.I, 
eight scullions f2t)0, and sixteeu 
waiters $480,are utilized. The coat 
of cleaning, inspecting, etc., for the 
month wil r rch $1,200. This shows 
a total cost per month of $22,840. 
The trains are made up of four 
baggage and composite cars, sis 
teen drawing room sleepers and 
four dining cars, making twenty- 
four Pullmans in all. 

One of the greatest expenses of 
this limited tram is the dining car 
service. It is not expected that a 
profit will be made, in tact it is 
claimed that it a dining car loses 
only $500 per month, the lines ope- 
rating it are well satisfied. This 
is operated as a convenience only 
to the patrons, and it is never an- 
ticipated that it will be other than 
an expense,
